12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the general expenses of the high- 
way department. 


13. To see if the town will vote to buy two or more 
snow plows to be used with trucks, and raise and appropri- 
ate money for same or take any action relating thereto. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the amount of money necessary to widen the culvert on 
Farley brook, or take any action relating thereto.

Due to the large number of pupils in the Thornton’s 
Ferry district, it was decided at the beginning of the year to 
transport the seventh and eighth grades to the Reed’s Ferry 
Grammar school as has been done the past few years. 

There were several changes due to resignations in the 
teaching force this year. Mr. Richard P. Hodsdon was 
elected the headmaster of McGaw Normal Institute and 
Miss Hulda Ekdahl and Miss Alice Owen were elected as 
his assistants. Miss Ruth Shenton succeeded Miss Bertha 
Royce as primary teacher in Reed’s Ferry. Muss Julia 
Hickey was selected for the Thornton’s Ferry school, Mrs. 
Clara Trumbull for No. 12 at South Merrimack, and Miss 
Katherine Sweeney for No. 5 at Reed’s Pond. 

I believe that on the whole you have a very efficient corps 
of teachers who are striving sincerely and enthusiastically 
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to improve the educational opportunities of your boys and 
girls. 

At the brick school-house, No. 6, there are but nine pupils, 
five of whom live in the town of Amherst and for whom 
the town of Merrimack receives tuition. Due to the small 
number of pupils in the school, I would recommend to the 
School Board that this school be closed for next year, and 
that these four pupils be transported either to No. 4, 5, or 
12 as best transportation facilities can be provided. This 
will mean an economic saving of between five and six hun- 
dred dollars. 

During the first part of the school year, there were but 
nine pupils in school No. 7 in the Hutchinson neighborhood, 
but recently three other pupils have attended this school. 
Unless more pupils move into this district and attend this 
school, I believe it to be economically advisable to also close 
this school at some time in the near future. 

Standard graduation examinations will be given in all 
grades before the close of the year, and the results used by 
the teachers in making their recommendations for promo- 
tion to the next grade. 

I wish to thank the teachers for the co-operation which 
they have given me in carrying on the school work in 
Merrimack. | 

I also wish to thank the School Board and Citizens for 
their sincere interest and co-operation, and urge them to 
more frequently visit their schools and learn at first hand of 
the work which is being accomplished.

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REPORT OF McGAW: NORMAL INSTITUTE 


McGaw Normal Institute opened September 8, 1930, 
with an enrollment of thirty-one pupils divided as follows: 
eleven in the twelfth grade; four in the eleventh grade; six 
in the tenth grade; and ten in the ninth grade. Since the 
opening of school one member of the ninth grade has 
dropped out of school and three new members have been 
added, two to the ninth grade and one to the tenth, making 
the present enrollment thirty-three. 

Some confusion resulted at the beginning of the year be- 
cause of the changes in assistant teachers but earnest effort 
on the part of all concerned has corrected that. At the 
suggestion of the Superintendent, and with the approval 
of the State Board of Education, a change was made in 
the curriculum to obtain more instruction in Home Eco- 
nomics thereby obtaining the State aid under the Reed Fund. 
This department is working in close co-operation with the 
representative of the State Board from whom many helpful 
suggestions have been received. 

During the last summer considerable work was done on 
the equipment of the building. The floors were oiled, the 
desks sanded and varnished, blackboards repaired, and some 
painting done so the school rooms are in fairly good repair. 
Early in the year the outside door of the main entrance 
was changed to swing outward to conform with the State 
law. ..° bis » af | | 

On November 27, 1930, the school presented a three-act 
play to raise funds for sending two boys to Colby College 
to enter the: Lyford Prize Speaking contest and the elimina- 
tion contest to.determine who should be sent was held on 
February 6, 1931.
